T here hail beeu no 
hope of his recov­ 
ery since Sunday, 
though his condi­ 
tion w as not gen ­ 
erally know n u n til 
M onday 
evening, 
w hen the attend- 


k in q KALA KAU a . 
ing physicians a n ­ 
nounced th a t his m alady w as Pl ig h t’s 
disease and unem ia. K alak au a’s visit to 
this country w as m ade on account of 
his 
failing 
health. 
He 
began to 
gain strenrgth soon a fte r his arrival, b u t 
his im provem ent w as only tem porary, 
and soon a fte r his re tu rn from his trip 
to S outhern C alifornia last w eek his 
condition becam e m uch w orse. 
D uring 
the la st few days the K ing w as uncon 
scious nearly all the tim e, and his life 
w as prolonged only by th e use of stim ­ 
ulants. 
M onday n ig h t d eath w as expected a t 
any mom ut. 
T here w as no im prove­ 
m ent in the K ing's condition T uesday 
m orning, aud by noon it w as a p p aren t 
th a t he could livo b u t a few hours 
longer. 
He continued to sink u n til 
1:30 p. in., w hen Colonel M acfarlane 
b en t over the bed and asked th e K ing 
if he 
knew 
him . 
N o reply cam e 
to the question, and 
not even th e 
slightest 
token of 
recognition 
w as 
m anifested. 
T hen, a t th e req u est of 
Colonel M acfarlane, 
Dr. 
J . Sanders 
Rged, recto r 
of T rin ity 
E piscopal 
Church, 
read a selection from th e 
Scriptures. 
A t 2:30 th e K ing died, and 
th e grief of his atten d an ts, w hen th ey 
kne\* th a t all w as over, w as very affect­ 
ing. 
T he K ing's rem ains wiU be em balm ed 
a t once. 
W hile no definite a rra n g e ­ 
m ents have been m ade as y e t for th e 
funeral, it is probable th a t services 
w ill 
be 
held in 
T rin ity Episcopal 
C hurch T hursday and th a t the body 
w ill leave here for H onolulu on th e 
U nited 
S tates 
flagship 
C harleston 
before 
th e 
close 
of 
the 
week. 
T h e n ex t reg u lar passenger steam er 
for H onolulu w ill not leave here u n til 
Ja n u a ry 27, and it is probable th jit th e 
first intelligence of th e K ing’s d eath to 
reach th e H aw aiian people w ill bo th e 
arrival of th e C harleston a t H onolulu 
w ith th e rem ains aboard. 
F lags on all 
th e public buildings in th is city w'cre 
placed a t h a lf in a st and the H aw aiian 
ensign is also a t h a lf m ast above th e 
P alace -Hotel. 
T he question of th e succession is very 
sim ple and w ill be peacefully settled.

d y n a s t^ . 
W h e n 
K alak au a w as elect- 
ed he nam ed as his 
successor P rinc e s s 
Liliuolcal a n i , h i s 
sister, w ho is m ar­ 
ried to an A m erican 
nam ed Jo h n Odomi- 
nis. 
She is 
now 
regent, having been 
appointed such ju s t <*UEEK SAPIOLANL 
before K alak au a sailed on his visit to th is 
country last m onth. 
All 
she 
w ill 
have to do is to la k e th e oath of offioe 
and be crow ned as Queen. 
T here is no 
necessity for auy election o r excite­ 
m ent. 
H er successor w ill be th e P rin ­ 
cess K aiulani, d au g h ter of th e la te 
Princess L ikilikc, and is now h eir ap­ 
p aren t, being still 
in E ngland com ­ 
p leting h e r education. She is a girl of 
16.

T he new Queen 
is partial to A m ericans and no change 
in policy is expected. 
Even th e present 
C abinet w ill l»e retained. 
a [K in s Kalakaua. whose full name was David 
Laam ea K alakaua, was born November 16, 
1836. at H onolulu. 
He w as the son of High 
Chief Kabanu K apaakea, was of the highest 
lineage, as K anaka lineage goes, and was more 
or less nearly related to several of the mon­ 
archs who preceded him upon the throne of 
Hawaii. 
K atak anas 
early 
education was 
obtained 
in 
the 
royal 
school 
founded 
at 
Honolulu 
about 
th at 
time 
by 
American 
m issionaries, 
and 
in 
that 
institution 
be 
remained 
from 
1840 
to 
1819. He acquired a fitir education, and his ac­ 
com plishm ents included a good knowledge of 
the E nglish language. 
A t the age of 14 he be­ 
gan his m ilitary studies under Captain Funk, 
an old P russian soldier. After ascending the 
throne he translated the German tactios, with 
som e modifications, into the Hawaiian lan­ 
guage for the use of his own troops. 
W hen K am eham eha V. died in December, 
1872, K alakaua w as a candidate for the sue* 
cession, but bis rival, Lunalilo, made a su ccess­ 
ful appeal to the plebiscitum , the vote being 
verified by the L egislature. 
Lunalilo’s reign 
was brief, and on his death in 1874 K ala­ 
kaua was again a candidate for th e throne. 
H is com petitor this tim e was Queen Em m a, 
the widow of Lunalilo, but P arliam ent gave 
K alakaua an overwhelm ing m ajority—42 out of 
48 votes—the election taking place February 
19,1874. The King elect w as not crowned until 
nine years after that date. 
Ha had married in 
1860 Kapiolani, the widow of Queen Em m a’s 
uncle. 
K ing K alakaua was probably the greatest 
traveler of all reigning monarchs. 
He visited 
the U nited S tates in 1876 and w as received 
w ith marked distinction by President Grant. 
During bis tour of the country he visited m ost 
of the principal cities. 
Again, in 1881. he left I 
his kingdom, m aking a tour of the world and 
being received with royal honors at all the 
great courts of Europe as w ell as at the courts 
of several A siatic monarchs. 
The object of 
these journeys, as described by his admirers 
in his own kingdom, -Aas to promote the wel­ 
fare of his people. 
King Kaiakituu's last trip abroad, which has 
ended with his life, was supposed at the tim e 
of his arrival in Dec em bel last lo have bad as 
an ultim ate ohp-ct the establishm ent of closer 


relations between ins kingdom and the U nited 
S ta te s- possibly of annexation 
Nothing of 
this, however has come to the surface during 
his visit 
During hi- travels In Am erica and Europe 
he saw much of luxury nnd display, which ho 
endeavored to im itate when he reached home. 
He also took kindly to som e fashionable vices. 
The result was un era of extravagance In 
Hawaii 
the principal expense falling upon 
Am ericans and Europeans, none of the large 
planter-, and taxpayers being natives. Money 
was borrowed in large qu antities and squan­ 
dered, the Legislature, with a m ajority of na­ 
tives. voted us the King requested, and undei 
the constitution it was easy for Kalakaua to 
have his way In ail things. 
The Cabinet, 
however, although cnmnn««»* of natl va*, to*-

The protest 
insisted

pledge that the King

directly or Indirectly. enXfeavor to Influence 
legislation, and a promise that he woutd re­ 
store a large sum of money which he had ac­ 
cepted as a bribe from a man who wanted e x ­ 
clusive right lo sell opium in the kingdom. 
K alakaua endeavored to resist; to succumb 
was to be hum iliated, yet to abdicate would 
mean the poor house. 
He asked the repre­ 
sentatives of foreign powers to lak e charge of 
the Government, but they declined and ad 
vised him to appoint a new Cabinet and grant 
a new constitution. 
The King bowed to the in ­ 
evitable and tho new constitution made It im 
possible for him thereafter to handle the pub' 
lie funds and for any one not a proper ty owuer 
to vote for a m em ber of either hou.->e of the 
Legislature. 
King K alakaua 
alw ays 
entertained 
the 
highest resp ect for the U nited S tales, as well 
as a prcdl lection for Am ericans. Through this 
disposition on the dead King’s part, this conn 
try has become by the new treaty of 1884, pos­ 
sessor of exclusive rights to the fine harbor of 
Pearl river in Oahu, and he had frequently 
m anifested a w ish fur lies still closer between

D em ocrats insisted upon having the 
w hole journal read, and w hen it w as 
done, Mr. 
M cKinley n o t having re ­ 
new ed the m otion for th e previous 
question, the Speaker p u t the question 
on th e approval of th e journal. 
Mr. 
M ills (Tex.) jum ped to hts feet and 
claim ed th a t the question w as on Mr. 
M cK inley’s m otion for th e 
previous 
question. 
T h e Speaker said th a t tile dem and 
had n o t been renew ed a fte r the reading 
of the com pleted journal. 
Mr. M ills 
expressed his w ish to deb ate the ques­ 
tion of approval of th e jo u rn a l, b u t th e 
S peaker declined to recognize him on 
the ground th a t th e House w as divid­ 
ing. 
T hen ensued one of th e w ildest 
scenes of confusion th a t th e House has 
seen during the p resen t Congress. 
W ith excited g estu res Mr. M ills strode 
dow n th e aisle, and, sh ak in g his fist a t 
th e Speaker, poured o u t a volum e of 
denunciation, accusing him of practic- 
ing a fraud on the House. “ You are per­ 
p e tra tin g a fraud on th e H ouse,” he

ketfrom adequate beme sources. 
Scarcely a day bes passed, since the 
passage of the McKinley bill was assured 
without sceiog the columns of the oppo­ 
sition press on both sides of the Atlantic 
loaded with denunciations of that meas­ 
ure, and prophecies of business disas­ 
ters that were to follow its enactment. 
First in the list of calamities was to be 
the los3 of foreign trade as a result of 
refnsal of foreign manufacturers to pay 
the increased duty exacted in the oase of 
a few articles, notwithstanding the faot 
that more foreign products than ever be­ 
fore were put on the free list. 
And how has this prophecy been ful­ 
filled ? Preoifcoly as every other one pro­ 
mulgated by tfce free trade cabal; expe­ 
rience has shown it to be false. Of oonrse 
foreigners grnmbled, 
as they el ways 
have done, at having to pay for the priv­ 
ilege cf competing with oar citizens id 
the markets of this couitry; but their 
anxiety to continue bns ness was by no 
means abated. The first month’s busi­ 
ness under the new tariff showed a con­ 
siderable increase cf importations over 
the'corresponding month in 1889, and the 
increase was practically confined to du­ 
tiable aiticlee. It farther showed that 
these same foreigners, whose trade it 
was prophecied would be withheld from 
us, bought from the United states very 
considerably more in October, 1890, than 
they did daring October, 1889, sud that 
they increased by forty-seven per cent, 
the average of their purchases from this 
country daring the preceding ten months 
in 1890. Value of exports tor first ten 
months in 1890, $€60,580,049; for October 
197,061,504. 
To Ibis complexion comes the scare­ 
crow of demolished foreign tredo unde* 
the operations cf a protective tariff; and 
foreseeing the same fate for all their 
prophecies of business calamities, the 
enemies of oar protective policy are now 
industriously working to prejudice sen­ 
timent against the existing tariff law be­ 
fore the ^wisdom of its provisions are 
more 
tally 
vindicated by the in­ 
creased prosperity (hat it is certain 
to fellow its retention on the statute 
book,—and that, as they very rightly 
fear, in time tor icliaenoe upon athe re­ 
sult of the next national election. Noth­ 
ing has proven so serious bt impedi­ 
ment tojthe successful propagation of 
free trade ideas as the imperious logic of 
history,--nothing so mach annoys the 
free trade theorist as to ba confronted 
with the solid facts of business experi­ 
ence.

So it is that farmer’s conventions in 
Milton Junction are different from other 
tanners’ convention, hold them where 
yon may. 
Bo it was that when J. H . Haviland 
pounded on the table in Patrons of Hus­ 
bandry hall this morning be wis fac­ 
ing an assemblage of two hnodred of 
Hock county’a thoroughly representative 
gam ers and stook men. 
For instance there was Hon. Clinton 
Babbitt, of Turtle. Mr. Babbitt had no 
bay on bis coat, but be listened to the 
various papers with the greatest cf in­ 
terest. 
Among those who took part in the 
discussions of the day were John Tinker, 
of Clinton, E. Wilcox, of Harmony, A. 
Broughton, of Brodhead, E. Q. Pound, 
of Fulton, Alex Soott of La Prairie, A.

H. Haviland called the convention 
to order at 10:30 o’olock, aud intoduoed 
8 . G. Burdick who welcomed the assem­ 
blage warmly and invited them to come 
again another year. There was a brief 
response by Mr. Haviland. 
A pleasant 
introduction to the main portion of the 
programme came in the song by Mrs. 0. 
B. Batton, Miss Annabel Carr,

Frink acting aa accompanist. 
The ball was set rolling by Benjamin 
J leaadale, who donned feminine garb—

Unique 
and graceful methods cf managing hus­ 
bands; neafand effective ways of hand­ 
ling big brothers,and infallible plans for 
vver-ridmg the sterner sex in genera), 
were disclosed by Mr. Bleasdale as the 
result of bis visit to the “Woman’s Mu­ 
tual Aid Society.” Mr. Bleasdale’s pa­ 
per was full of pertinent points, bat when 
he dosed there was a portentons silence. 
“Most of us are married m er,” sug­ 
gested John Tinker plaintively, “and it 
would hardly be prudent for ne to dally 
with so dangerous a topic.” 
There was a,general smile of approval' 
and Chairman Havi’and called for the 
next speaker—8. G. Burdick, whose 
topic was. 
“ Will it Bec* fit Farmers to 
Unite Politically ? 
Mr. Burdick insisted that a few men 
dictated the policy of government, both 
at Washington and in every state in the 
Union. 
“There are forty-three farmers in the 
Wisconsin assembly ibis winter.” said 
Mr. Burdiok, “ but they can accomplish 
nothing, because they are not united *” 
If the farming classes stood together 
M r. Bnrdiok insisted, their wishes woald 
be respected and their interests protect­ 
ed. Nothing short of thorough political 
union would be of any worth. 
Only by 
each anion could the farmers’ influence 
be felt. 
Mr. Burdick’s remarks were listened 
to closely. 
They were punctuated by 
vigorous shaking of heads among those 
who beld to contrary views, and the views 
of the dissenters were voiced by C. D. 
Wooster, of Brodhead. 
“Not a farmer’s political party, but a 
farmers’ educational party,” he insisted. 
P. Marquait, of Milton, took the same 
view, claiming that farmers were not 
represented in legislative halls because 
they were politically ignorant. 
“ We don’t get what we want,” said he, 
“ because we don’: know ourselves what 
we want. All the great reforms which 
the nation has had have been worked 
on! by one of the two great political par­ 
ties. It w ill not be by a separate party 
that farmers will get what they want. It 
will be by impressing their demands up­ 
on the parties now in existence.” 
Then came calls for Chaton Babbitt. 
M r. Babbitt took the platform. 
He 
came, he explained, not as a teacher, but 
as a learner. 
He wished to learn of the 
wishes of Book county’s farmers, and 
then he woald use whatever share of 
common lense God had given him to see 
that those wishes were fulfilled. 
•‘Will the fanners do well to organize? 
I believe that they will. Under all the 
circumstance?, I believe it is right for 
farmers to strike hands and put them­ 
selves in position to enforce their de­ 
mands.” 
Aaron Bronghton differed from the 
speakers who had gone before, in his 
estimate of third parties. He believed 
that a third ’party was a necessity to 
keep harmony between the other two. 
The discussion of political methods was 
continued until 12:30. Dinner was then 
served—such a dinner as would cause 
Signor Bocci to give up his fast at first 
sight.
